All long-distanre telephone service 
from G ettysburg east was cut off 
Saturday afternoon and the early 
part of the night a* the result of a 
fire-damaged cable at the rear of the 
York street property at which Victor 
A "Swifty 
P.* linei resides. 
A barn at the rear OI the property 
wan completely burned In the fire 
with a loss estim ated at about $1,000 
Firem en said today that the cause of 
the blaze h ad not been determ ined, 
although it was suspected th a t chil­ 
dren playing in the st m ature had 
caused the flames. 
Five other garage* and sheds near 
th** burned bain were dam aged by 
the flame;, and heat The roof on a 
garage at the rear of the Paul R. 
ifehrfng property was almost com­ 
pletely charred. Tile doors on garages 
of Mrs 
William King and Wilbur 
Rtalk-mith and wills of several sheds 
across the alley were considerably 
dam aged by the flames and heat. 
Tile paint on several other garage 
buildings was abo blistered from the 
heat,

Firem en answered the alant) about 
2:50 o’clock and bv the time they 
arrived on the scene the barn was 
practically nil in flames They were 
unable to '-ave any of the two-story 
w’ooden structure and confined their 
efforts to saving the other buildings 
in the neighborhood from destruc­ 
tion.

Frankfurt Outflanked

miles southeast of Frankfurt. The “breakthrough” division’s 
i cup was so complete that Frankfurt is hopelessly outflanked.
